The hysteria 
pervading political circles since ex- 
Governor Hiller and his ch ief Investiga­ 
tor, John A. Hennessey, began their 
attack on Tammany and Charles F. 
Murphy, was increased by rumors that 
a plot had been discovered to assassi­ 
nate Detective William J. Burns, to 
prevent his revealing evidence that be 
has obtained against a prominent poli­ 
tician. 
When Burns landed at Hoboken, N. 
J., from the liner Im postor on Ilia ar­ 
rival from Europe he was Immediately 
surrounded by a bodyguard of eighteen 
detectives. 
“The chief has received word that 
lie Is to be done away with,” said one 
of the detectives. “The tip came front 
a reliable source. That’s why we met 
him.” 
Burns refused to discuss the warn­ 
ing, but made this significant remark: 
”1 do not fear assassination at the 
hands of dynamiters 
whom I have 
prosecuted. 
I am after the gratters. I 
am after the big fellows. The) are the 
men who are making trouble and they 
are my enemies.” 
He refused to c o n c e n t on reports 
that he had been abroad to get evi­ 
dence there relating to grafting. 
Burns began investigating New York 
graft immediately after the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal. Ile was retained 
jointly by John I). Rockefeller. Jr., aud 
District 
Attorney Whitman to trail j 
vice and Its relationship to graft. From 
this beginning the search spread until 
the trail led to “the big fellows.” Burns 
is said to have In his possession con­ 
fessions which will c reate as big a sen­ 
sation as the Baler impeachmzent and 
its sequels. 
Senator Stillwell refused to make a 
confession last summer, so ex-Gover- 
nor Sulzer was informed, because Hie 
Tammany leaders had 
assured 
him 
tlint Sillier would lie removed from 
office and then Stillwell would be par­ 
doned. 
Sulker received this information in a 
letter from Rev. (). It. Miller, of Al­ 
bany. The letter says: 
“One day the latter part of last 
lune, when in New York city, I called 
in Senator Stillwell in the Tombs and 
lait an hour's conversation with him. 
“We discussed various topics. 
He 
wanted me to help him. 
Stillwell said 
that he ought to squeal on the Tam­ 
many senators, some of whom he said 
had done worse things than he.

insisted that he knew much to tell on 
thor Tammany men However, before 
left Senator Stillwell he said to nu*: 
Oh, I shan’t squeal 
not yet. They are 
ling to impeach Huller nnd remove 
in from office and then the chief says 
I ii be pardoned.’ He* said that hi* had 
allied with big Tammany men lately 
md knew whereof he spoke. 
“Coming hack to Albany a day or 
two later, I called on Governor Sulzer 
it the* executive chamber and men- 
t ion cd what Stillwell hail said to me. 
The governor spoke up emphatically, 
laying: Stillwell is guilty and he de 
corves little consideration.' ” 
Sulzer has asked tho authorities to 
investigate th« authorship of a pam­ 
phlet attacking his wife. 
This pam­ 
phlet, written in Hebrew, was circu­ 
lated anonymously in the Sixth assem­ 
bly district, where the former governor 
a running for assemblyman on the 
Progressive ticket. 
Jews predominate In this district. 
Sulzer had It read when he addressed 
i big political meeting. The pamphlet. 
caid Mrs Sulzer, although a Jewess, 
repudiated her faith after her husband 
became governor, and on more than 
ne occasion in Philadelphia Mr. Sui* 
•cr had introduced her as a Preshy 
crian. 
Rabbi Joseph Levinson, of Al* 
iany. who read the circular at tho 
Meting, called it “an infamous lie.” Ho 
aid that Mrs. Sulzer frequently had 
ittended sen ices at bls synagogue.

Washington, Oct. 3b- — Important 
changes in the administration currency 
bill resulted from the first, day’s ox 
ecutlve work by the senate committee. 
It passed for later action the pro­ 
posal lo substitute a central, govern­ 
ment controlled bank for the regional 
bank plan in the bill, on which the 
members were divided, ami proceeded 
to perfect details. 
The 
complexion of the proposed 
federal reserve hoard w as altered ma­ 
terially by amendments, and it prob­ 
ably will be changed further. 
It was 
decided to increase the membership 
of the board from seven, as fixed in 
'.he potpie bill, to nine, and to elimi­ 
nate tho secretary of agriculture and 
the comptroller of the currency from 
service. 
Another amendment is pending to 
take off the hoard the secretary of the 
treasury and to re m o v e all ex-official 
members. 
The c o m m it te e decided to 
arrange the terms so that one mem­ 
b e r ’s service will expire each year. 
It was decided to eliminate the or­ 
ganization committee proposed by the 
house bill, and to have the federal re­ 
serve board 
appointed Immediately, 
With power to organize and place In op­ 
eration any system devised, whether a 
central bank plan or a regional bank 
scheme is agreed upon.
